Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant basically argues that there is no 
motivation or suggestion to combine references, Kim et al., Kotzin et al., and Zdunek et al. Applicant basically argues that Kim et al. 
discloses preventing overload condition in a communication system, and does not balance between voice and data loads. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees, because it is inherent to balance the load in the system to prevent an overload condition, and in addition, this 
reference was combined with Zdunek et al. in order to overcome that limitation. Applicant basically argues that adding the load balancing 
of Zdunek et al. for the purpose of improving load balancing in Kotzin et al. is improper motivation and circular logic, Examiner respectfully 
disagrees, because techniques of load balancing may be critiqued using other known techniques, therefore reasoning is neither 
"hindsight/' nor "circular." Appliacnt basically argues that the load balancing of Zdunek et al. differs from the claimed invention, because 
Zdunek et al. reallocates channels of either voice or data , when activity is high and redistributes activity across available channels, rather 
than converting channels into voice-only upon exceeding a threshold. Examiner respectfully disagrees, because the channels were 
converted when the vocie and data activity was reallocated to specific channels, and the primary reference of Kim et al. disclose a load 
threshold value. Therefore, Examiner holds that there is motivation to combine Kim et al., Kotzkin et al., and Zdunek et al., because of the 
previous reasons stated and since they are all analagous art. 
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
